.i"ar the close <'f hi.i alroatly noted 
career as a incrnh' r of the .Supreme 
Court of the United States, won 
fam'j as the "great (li5=.entct " by liia 
isolated opini.m in the S.andanl Oil 
and American Tobacco cases, died of 
acute broDchitia at his home here at 
S:13 o'clock this morning. His last 
I words tn the mombers of his family 
vl 1 .Htoorl at his hfcJside were: 
"lijcdbye. I am ^..-rry 1 have kept 
yoxi hII waiting w long." 

With iuin 'A'.'.cn b.'?iid the?o worJa 
were hh two sons, John S Harlan of 
Chicago and John Maynard Hnrlan, 
his two daughters. Mis*-; Liunt H.ir 
Ian and Miss Ruih G Harlan. 

Justice Harlan apparently was in 
the best of physical coidilif^ii wh. n 
lie cunic heme from vacalioM for 
the opening of court. He f«*!t on 
alt- clc of ci ll on M uulav i;i -:'.t. nnd 
on Tueudpy atute bronchitid with 
f v. r iJi--vtiop*^d. The illhe^a was 
no; <li lUght. to oe fatal however, un 
lil Thursday. 

The funeral will be held on Tuee 
day, tl-ic Ju.-tic( ' pa^'ior, the Rev. 
Dr. Wallace KaiiclitTe, or the New 
YorkAven'ji' Prpsbyterian Church, 
oificiatin(.^ Iritermt-nt will he in 
Rock Cre^K Cemetery.

Justice Harlan served on the Su- 
preme Bench S3 years, 10 months 
and 25 days, and had he lived until 
next June be would have ecHpsed 
the records of Justice Fiald. who 
served 34 years. 6 months and 10 
days, and Chief Justice Marshall, 
who served 84 years, 6 montha and 
5 days. 

Justice Harlan waa bom in Boyle 
County. Ky.. in 1833. When his 
parents christened him John Mar- 
shall, they named him for a great 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
in ('•. » » I that some day he might 
rise tu lla- position which he did hold 
temporarily until the oath of oiBce 
had been administarad ta Jaitice 
Edward White. 

Justice Harlan was abova all things 
an independent. In court he was 
often an unflinching minority of one. 
Styles of dress wonld eoaM and go, 
but the Chief Justice never deviated 
from his long black frock coat and 
slouch hat in winter and an alpaca 
coat and old-fashioned straw hat in 
summer. Ha waa simple in his 
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L'lle'.t gdme — and .ij>> cx- 
! pv«>ry dep:u"*n:ent o£ the 
Abbitt at K'f;- huiC was the 
' brighi pirticiilar st i: ui the contest, 
I making two of th'3 touchdowns— one 
after a S;n.>a'ional run eight'. - 
five yards through a broke.1 field.

Chicago, Oct. 13 —Chicago this 
week celebrated tne fortieth ami 
versary of the great fIrS of 1S71, 
which destroyed $200,000,000 worth 
of property and oaossd the death of 
800 people. 

In Grant Park the beginning of 
the flre is to be staged In realistic 
manner. 

A rt plica of Mrs. O'Leary 'a his- 
torical bam is to be fired as a fea- 
ture of the ovenimf 's parade. A cow 
has been secured to play the pert of 
the famous animal which, according 
to the generally aeoepted belief, 
started tha Mg blaaa by klekingover 
a lamp. 

In this connection Michael Ahem, 

the only living police reporter who 
"covered" tha story, gives a ver- 
sion of tha affair whieh dilFars ma- 
terially from that goMrally taken 

as correct. 
"The flre wss not started by a cow 

kicking over a lamp while Mrs. 
O'Leary was milking t^e animal." 
said Ahem. 

"The O'ljearys were all in bed 
when the flre started. Mrs. O'Leary 
had milked her ' cows — she owned 
Ave— more than three hours before 
the flre was diseovered. I knew 
Mrs. O'Leary well. She wasa truth- 
ful woman. A few days after the 
fire I interviewed her regarding the 
story of the cow and the lansp. She 
branded it as a falsehood. 

"It to tme that tha lira started in 
the O'Leary cowshed, and I have 
my reason for believing that aome 
one want there to pilfar ndlk from 
one of the cows. 

"There was a social gathering in 
the naighhMheod thatnlghtin honor 
of the arrival of a young man from 
Ireland. One of those present told 
ma hi after yaara that twa women 
of the party went to the O'Leary 
shed to get aoeie milk for punch. 
One woman held a Hgfated lamp 
while theother milked the cow. They 
thought they heard some one coming, 
and in their haste to eeeapathe lamp 
wa> dropped, setting fire to the place.
